It will be partly cloudy for a 
day of two, but the storm that 
brought 4.38 inches of rain to 
Sierra Madre this week is over, 
Col. H. B. Hersey announced at 
the U. S. Weather observatory 
here this morning. It is just pos¬ 
sible, the Colonel added, there 
may be a very light shower or 
two, but any precipitation that 
comes along over the week end 
will be inconsequential. And the 
temperature will continue mod¬ 
erate. The clouds that tumbled 
over the mountains this week 
brought the seasonal rainfall to 
11:48 inches, just above the I 
normal, as against 7.28 inches at 
this date last year. Drenching 
rains fell throughout the mountain 
area but on account of the mild 
weather even in the higher ranges, 
there was practically no snow. 


For Big Show! 


Sierra Madre showed a big 
white spot in Los Angeles 
county real estate activity dur¬ 
ing December when the to-be- 
expected holiday slump brought 
the number of transactions in 
the county not only below the 
preceding month, but below the 
number recorded during No¬ 
vember 1929, according to the 
California Title Insurance com¬ 
pany. 

In the midst of this general 
decline Sierra Madre showed a 
gain of 250 per cent over the 
transactions recorded during 
November. 

Sixteen deeds, 2 mortgages 
and 15 trust deeds were filed 
in December affecting Sierra 
Madre real estate, compared 
with 4 deeds, 2 mortgages and 
3 trust deeds filed during No¬ 
vember. 

There were 9 new tracts, 
containing 159 lots, filed in the 
County during December, mak¬ 
ing a total of 191 new subdi¬ 
visions embracing a total of 
i 0,455 parcels of land opened 
during the year 1930.

Sierra Madre's group of the 35,- 
000 Kcd Cross workers who have 
heede^ the call of humanity and 
are soliciting funds for the 
brought Relief Fund to relieve 
hunger and want in the stricken 
areas of the Middle West, have 
notified Red Cross headquarters 
in Washington that Sierra Madre's 
quota of $1,500 will be completed 
by February 15. 

The response here to President 
Hoover’s call for help has not 
been as spontaneous as ordinarily 
in this community that has rated 
high in previous Red Cross drives, 
but directors of the local chapter 
believe that with the effort now 
being made to remind Sierra 
Madreans of the gravity of the 
situation tnat they are being 
called upon to relieve, the alloted 
amount here will be raised. 

The Kiwanis Club yesterday 
turned over to the Red Cross con¬ 
tributions from its complete mem¬ 
bership, registering as the first 
local organization to contribute 
100 per cent to the cause. 

The memberships of several 
other organizations are now be¬ 
ing canvassed by their officers 
and assurance has been given that 
they will report 100 per cent 
contributions within a few days. 

"While the contributions have 
not been coming in as fast as 
might have been expected under 
the circumstances,” said President 
Humphries of the Red Cross chap¬ 
ter following a meeting of the di¬ 
rectors yesterday,” it seems that 
there has not until recently been 
a full appreciation of the condi¬ 
tions in the drought stricken area 

of the fact that there is wide¬ 
spread and intense suffering, ac¬ 
tual hunger to the point of star¬ 
vation in thousands of homes 
right in our own land. 

"I am confident that our peo¬ 
ple here in Sierra Madre will not 
turn a deaf ear to the appeal for 
help and that a very great ma¬ 
jority of them will give some¬ 
thing. Dimes and nickles built the 
Woolworth building and with a 
small donation from everybody 
here, our quota will undoubtedly 
be reached.”
